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MAKEOVER 

A SAFE BET 
FOR CASINO 


EXCITING plans have been 
unveiled for Ramsgate’s 
Royal Victoria Pavilion. 

The old casino is set for a massive 
makeover after property services firm 
Land Group revealed its proposals for 
the site. 

It wants to turn the building into a 
new leisure complex with five restaur¬ 
ants and a Continental farmers 
market-style area. 

Customers will be able to select a 
steak or fish from the market and 
have it cooked for them in one of the 
restaurants just minutes later, six 
days a week.

The venue could also have a centre 
bookable for conferences, weddings 
and other functions in the part of the 
building that was the old nightclub. 

Land Group chairman Lindsay 
Nielson said: “The heart of the project 
will be a small indoor market selling 
Kentish food and local produce such 
as meat, fruit and vegetables and fish. 

“Off that there will be the five 
restaurants located around the build¬ 
ing. As well as a fish restaurant there 
will be another for meat, a patisserie, 


an Italian eatery and one that is part 
of the conference centre area.” 

He added: “This will be the culmin¬ 
ation of the cafe culture in Ramsgate 
and a destination venue that will 
boost the bustling scene in Marina 
Esplanade further.” 

All 20,000 square feet of floor-space 
will be used if the project gets the go- 
ahead. 

Thanet council owns the building, 
but it is leased to the Rank Group, 
which ran the casino.

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Bad behaviour 
fears cancel 7s

A POPULAR family sport¬ 
ing event that attracts hun¬ 
dreds of revellers through 
the gates has been cancelled. 

Thanet Wanderers rugby club 
called off their Easter 7s tournament 
after last year’s event was dogged by 
frayed tempers and under-age drink¬ 
ing. It has led club officials to post¬ 
pone the event until next year, when 
they hope to bring it back. 

The club’s committee decided to 
call off the event, which is seen as an 
end-of-season celebration. 

A Thanet Wanderers spokesman 
said: “The tournament had started to 
outgrow itself and was attracting 
some local undesirables who we 
couldn’t stop coming - it was becom¬ 
ing more and more of a problem.” 

The day has been an annual event 
held at the club’s home of St Peter’s 
recreation ground in Callis Court 
Road, Broadstairs, which is a public 
park. 

Some teams dress up in silly cos¬ 
tumes to play games and hundreds 
of spectators, fans and members of 
the public turn out. 


Many take picnics and drink, 
adding to the carnival atmosphere 
and the clubhouse is always busy. 

Club associates are often invited to 
join in, forming teams of their own to 
take part, but in recent years many 
teams who have not played rugby 
before have participated, too. 

It has led to on-pitch scuffles and 
the club feels it is wiser to rethink 
the tournament’s structure than to 
hold it again in the same format. 

Meanwhile, youngsters who have 
brought alcohol along with them to 
drink on the sidelines have been 
arrested as the action takes place, 
while the bill to remove the rubbish 
was starting to hit club finances. 

The spokesman said: ‘We thought 
it was wise to have a rethink. It’s a 
great community event, so we want 
to downscale it a bit and will be hav¬ 
ing a 7s event sooner than that. As 
it’s a public area it’s hard to control 
who comes along.” 

A statement on the club’s website 
said: “It is with regret the annual 
Thanet Wanderers RUFC Easter 7s 
tournament will not take place in 
2009. We apologise for this late can¬ 
cellation, which was due to circum¬ 
stances beyond the club’s control. 

‘We hope to reintroduce the tour¬ 
nament in 2010.” 


Twist in a tale of rescue 


POLICE officers saved a sow’s 
bacon when they rescued her from 
an alleyway in Cliftonville. 

They were called to the 
alley off Bath Road on 
Friday night just after 8pm 
after reports that a large 
black pig was on the loose. 

They managed to capture 
it and had planned to walk 
it back to Margate police 
station, but the creature had 
to be taken back by van 
because, according to police, 
she was “not happy”.

then put in the plans, which are still 

being drawn up.” 

Rank moved out of the historic 
pavilion in 2007 when the G Casino 
was opened at Westwood Cross. 

The fabric of the building has suf¬ 
fered greatly in recent years. 

Prominent residents of Ramsgate 
have long called for it to be tidied 
up, repaired and made use of, rather 
than have it sit dormant and unused 
while vandals and the elements take 
their toll. 

Ramsgate man Gerry O’Donnell 
used to work in the pavilion and has 
been calling for its restoration for years. 

He said: “I haven’t seen the plans 
first-hand, but I welcome any news 
that would bring it back into operation. 

“They will have to spend a lot of 
money bringing the fabric and struc¬ 
ture of the building up to standard as 
the schedule of repairs is a frightful 
document that could cost as much as 
£1.8 million to put right, but if they 
feel they can do it then so be it. 

He added: “It is such a beautiful and 
attractive building and very import¬ 
ant to the future of Ramsgate - it 
needs to thrive once again as it has in 
the past. It can’t just sit there and rot 
forever.” 


Tom Thumb Theatre 
to go under hammer 

ONE of the isle’s theatrical land¬ 
marks goes under the auctioneer’s 
hammer this month. 

Tom Thumb Theatre in Cliftonville 
is up for auction with Clive Emson 
Land and Property Auctioneers. 

The curtain came down at the 
venue in 2005, when owner Sarah 
Parr-Byrne decided to sell up after 
more than 20 years at the helm. 

The 60-seat theatre is one of the 
smallest of its kind in the country and 
could be sold on Monday, April 6, at 
the auction at the Ramada Hotel and 
Resort near Maidstone. 

The theatre was built in 1896 as a 
Victorian coach-house and has 
Japanese and alpine architectural 
influences. The guide price is 
£125,000 to £135,000. 

It first operated as a working the¬ 
atre in the 1980s after it was convert¬ 
ed from being a double-garage. 

As well as the auditorium, it has a 
kitchen, dressing room, toilets and 
one of the smallest stages anywhere. 
Upstairs there is a self-contained flat.

Margate’s Joke Shop, dancewear store 
Stonebridge Emporium, Ballards florists in 
Westgate and website Fetishbitch.com are just 
a few of the firms who have booked the servic¬ 
es of the photographer and his muse to bring a 
unique twist to their public image.

The Dragon and the Chameleon launched on 
Valentine’s Day ready to undertake the weird and 
the wonderful, the business has embraced the 
other side of the market to make a strong start. 

Westgate’s David, 50, said: ‘We specialise in 
the alternative side of photography and are 
having a great time working together. 

We are now starting to branch out to offer 
people portfolios for their own collection. 

“People may want to do it as a bit of fun, or for 
more professional reasons. If someone wants to 
be a demon, a vampire, a barbarian warrior or 
an elf, then we’ll make it happen.” 

Gabrielle said: “It’s completely up to the per¬ 


son - they can suggest anything and we will 
make the shoot fit them. 

“It’s really for people who want to do some¬ 
thing different and have a fun experience. We 
have access to hundreds of props and costumes 
and often we’ll even make them ourselves.” 

The new business charges cheap rates, burn¬ 
ing the pictures to disc so that the customer can 
print out whatever they like. 

David said: “It’s not about ripping people off and 
charging hundreds of pounds for prints. We keep 
the price realistic and look after the customer.” 

The pair, or rather Gabrielle, are often spot¬ 
ted around the isle dressed in bizarre and out¬ 
landish outfits, while David snaps away with 
his trusty camera.

They are now opening up their portfolio and 
keen for isle residents to suggest ideas for loca¬ 
tions and scenarios.

THE NHS is set to increase core 
health-care provision on the isle. 

The NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust says it is in the process of tendering 
a range of new GP services across the isle. 

A spokesman said the NHS “recognised the 
need to bring more services into Thanet”. 

The announcement means there will be more 
GP cover for the isle’s sick, but details about 
which areas will be covered are to be confirmed. 

The range of services provided will be 
dependent on the proposal put forward by the 
successful bidder. 

The news follows complaints from one patient 
that one isle surgery was being overrun, with 
appointments proving difficult to book. 

Ticia Cheniston has called for another surgeiy 
in the east Margate area to cope with demand. 

She claims that despite repeated attempts, 
until recently, she had not been able to get an 
appointment for 14 months.

She says the situation is “desperate” and no 
longer feels that she and her friends should 
have to go the A&E department at the QEQM 
Hospital for non-emergencies as they “have 
enough to deal with”. 

She believes her surgery in Cliftonville, the 
Bethesda Medical Centre, is under too much 
strain. 

She says that those who live in walking dis¬ 
tance of the centre have more chance of getting 
an appointment than those who do not. 

Ms Cheniston, 65, claims many pensioners do 
not drive and have had to get costly taxis to the 
centre or arrive extremely early. 

She says the problem is exacerbated because 
buses to the centre do not run as early as many 
would like. 

“I just haven’t been able to get an appoint¬ 
ment,” said Ms Cheniston. 


“They can’t deal with the patients they’ve got. 
We used to have three surgeries to cover the 
area, but now there is just one and it means 
some people can’t be seen. 

“The surgery has even started to open earlier 
and that’s okay for the people who can get there 
at the crack of dawn, but for me and my friends 
who don’t drive and can’t afford taxis it’s not 
much help.” 

However, Bethesda practice manager Rachel 
Cousins says appointments are bookable up to 
two weeks in advance and the practice operates 
a policy of opening for extended hours outside 
of 8am-6.30pm, three times a week 

She added that the ten doctors who work 
there make home calls in their lunch hours. 

She said: ‘We would like to reassure people that 
Bethesda Medical Centre strives to offer all our 
patients the highest level of care at all times.” 

She added that the staff “desire to serve the 
entire community to the best of their ability”.

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Isle council moves into top 50 
most improved in the country 


THANET council has leapfrogged 
into the top 50 most improved local 
authorities in the country. 

Out of almost 388 councils in the country, 
Thanet finished 43rd in the Audit Commission’s 
latest report and rankings. The Annual Audit 
and Inspection Letter marks a big improvement 
between the years of 2006/07 and 2007/08. 

The report states: “The council continued to 
focus on improving outcomes for local commu¬ 
nities, linked to its ambitions. Crime has fallen 
and more people feel safe walking after dark. 
Streets are cleaner, recycling has increased and 
public satisfaction is improving.” 

Other areas singled out for praise include the 
controversial Gateway Plus project at Margate 
Library. It was praised for “increasing library 
use” and “reduced waiting time”. 

It also points to increased speed on decisions

for planning applications and a Charter Mark 
award for customer service. 

Independent councillor Dean McCastree said: 
“I am elated by the news and, although quite 
uncharacteristic of me, I feel the need to shout 
out the good news. 

“Because despite the unwarranted negative 
gossips that plague Thanet council, the Audit 
Commission’s report proves that Thanet is not 
a failing authority - and far from it.” 

He added: “Being in the top 50 out of almost 
400 authorities is truly a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment, given that only a year ago Thanet council 
was deemed only adequate. This goes to show 
the difference competent cabinet members and 
officers and a very able workforce can make.” 

CCTV coverage in Newington and more 


prosecutions of graffiti vandals also hit the 
right note with the commission. 

The council’s money management and value- 
for-money ratings also improved from adequate 
to above average. 

Martin Wise, cabinet member for finance and 
corporate services, said: “The fact we’ve focused 
on services that matter most to people, such as 
recycling, reducing crime, benefits and plan¬ 
ning applications, is clearly paying dividends. 

“Our challenge now will be continuing that 
journey of improvement in a tougher financial 
climate, but residents can rest assured we will 
continue to offer the best possible value for 
money in everything we do.” 

Less successful areas highlighted in the 
report included the percentage of private-sector 
homes vacant for six months, the amount of 
overpayments in housing benefit that were 
recovered and the collection of rent. 


Gale unanimous choice 

NORTH Thanet’s sitting Tory MP Roger 
Gale has been reaffirmed as the party’s 
parliamentary candidate for the next 
general election. 

Mr Gale was endorsed unanimously at 
North Thanet Conservative Association’s 
annual general meeting last week. 

The MP said: “I regard it as a continu¬ 
ing privilege that I have been chosen to 
carry my party’s banner forward.”

Theatre security worry dismissed 


THANET council has rebuffed claims that 
the Winter Gardens is not a secure venue to 
host a valuable painting. 

Last week Yourthanet reported on concerns 
that James Webb’s work, A View of Margate 
From The Pier, could be taken to the venue in 
the future. It is said to be worth as much as 
£100,000 and is owned by the council. 

Labour councillor Iris Johnston said she 
was worried the Winter Gardens might not 
be safe enough to house the picture as it had 
been broken into in the past, but those claims 
have been dismissed by the ruling party. 

Shirley Tomlinson, cabinet member for 


environmental services, said: “Let’s be very 
clear here - the Winter Gardens has security 
systems in place. 

“Unfortunately, we’re now at the stage of 
having comments in the public domain that 
have suggested the Winter Gardens may be 
an easy target for thieves. 

“That’s simply not true and it’s appalling 
that message has gone out to residents.” 

A spokeswoman for the council and Thanet 
Leisureforce said: “Those comments are of 
great concern to us and we’d like to reassure 
local residents about the security of the venue.”

Park chavs could 
fire tourist boom 

A MASSIVE chav-themed amusement park 
could be set up at Manston. 

The project, which has the working title of 
Plannit Fannit, is being planned for farmland 
near the airport. 

It is hoped the park would boost isle tourist 
figures and generate millions of pounds for the 
local economy. It would celebrate all aspects of 
the cultural phenomenon overtaking the UK. 

The plans are being backed by the Taking 
People For A Ride Foundation, known for its 
work setting up groundbreaking tourist 
attractions across the world. 

A spokesman said: “We will have the plans to 
the council by today’s Wednesday deadline 
[April 1]. If they are approved, it will be an 
amazing place, which could bring in a million 
people every year.” 

Attractions at the park are rumoured to be a 
giant helter-skelter slide contained within a 
massive mocked-up can of Tennents Super 
lager and an off-licence zone where punters 
can don beer-goggles designed to simulate the 
feeling of being inebriated on cheap drink. 

A 40ft-high plastic Staffordshire bull terrier 
is set to stand guard at the entrance. 

Also in the pipeline is the Asbo zone, where 
thrill-seekers will dodge actors posing as police 
patrols as well as hang around on street cor¬ 
ners in a menacing fashion to earn prizes or a 
cash boost to their benefits payments. 

Staff may wear Burberry caps, tracksuits 
and nametags plated in 9-carat gold. 

The spokesman said: “We chose Thanet 
because it’s close to France so could attract 
foreigners keen to see what Britain is all about 
nowadays. However, we anticipate that our 
core footfall would be from Essex.” 

If approved, it is anticipated the park could 
open at the same time as Margate’s planned 
Turner Contemporary gallery - or even before.

Q 


When did you take over as principal? 


A September 2004 was when I took up my 
post. I spent the first year working from 
Dame Janet Juniors. The Marlowe opened in 
September 2005. 

Q In what ways has the Marlowe Academy improved 
during your time as principal? 

A Those people who thought the Marlowe 
Academy would be a success, and that 
wasn’t everyone, believed that it would end up 
as a reasonable school. 

That was never going to be enough for either 
me or Roger De Haan, our sponsor. We wanted 
to create an exceptional school, one that pro¬ 
vided our community with the best, one that 
challenged other local schools to rethink their 
approaches, as well. Four years on, our 
progress has been impressive. Results are up. 
Our numbers are growing quickly. 

Students are going on to university. We 
have good links with primary schools, Thanet 
College, local universities and the Marlowe 
Innovation Centre. But our biggest success 
has been in encouraging youngsters to believe 
they can have an exciting future and that their 
education is key to that. 

gj Why did you choose teaching as a career? 

A Both my parents were primary-school 
teachers and so teaching was always in my 
mind. I have always been keen on sport and 


enjoyed coaching younger students when I 
was in the sixth form. 

I have enjoyed my time in the profession 
enormously and have never regretted going 
into teaching. 

I genuinely believe that it is a privilege to 
play a part in young people’s formative years. 
To see them grow from the age of 11 to 18 and 
go on to the adult world still excites me. 

Q How do you feel about school league tables - do you feel 
they are helpful or not? 

A Actually I quite like them! They contain raw 
scores, but also value-added information. You 
can tell a lot about schools by looking at them. 
Some schools with high levels of achievement 
are clearly coasting. 

Look at the value-added scores of some of our 
grammar schools and you will see my point. 
There is, of course, a lot more to education than 
exams and league tables, but it is good to have a 
focus and to be challenged to do the best for your 
students.

Who is your hero or inspiration? 


A The young people have always been my 
inspiration. Their energy, enthusiasm and 
sense of fun will always keep me going.

What is the best thing about Thanet and what is the 
worst? 

Thanet’s coastline and countryside are 
terrific. Having lived and worked in 


Oxford and west London, I really appreciate 
the quality of air and light down here. 

However, the best thing is its potential for 
growth and development. It’s an area that’s 
been neglected economically for a while, and 
many people have struggled to find work and 
make a decent living. 

The airport, Westwood Cross, Thanet Earth, 
the wind farm and other developments all 
point to an exciting future, one in which our 
young people have a chance of finding decent 
jobs and a future. 

In terms of the worst, I get frustrated by those 
people who don’t want to see change. 

I guess if you have a good job or have retired 
here, you might like to see as little development 
as possible. But that is not being fair to the next 
generation. 

Many of my students will want to live and 
work in Thanet and we have a duty to find ways 
to give them as many opportunities as we can.

What do you feel is your greatest achievement in life? 


A Establishing the 8.30am to 5pm day at 
Marlowe. Everyone told me I was mad and 
it couldn’t be done. Now more and more 
schools are copying us. 

Funnily enough, those same people are 
telling me we will not be able to introduce a 
more flexible day for those students who have 
proved themselves to be independent learners. 
Expect my greatest achievement to soon be 
exceeded.

Commission slams 
KCC for not heeding 
Icelandic warnings

Pioneering DJs remember 

'anarchy'on the high seas 


PARTYING and practical jokes to 
a soundtrack of rock’n’roll - that’s 
how the pioneering DJs of the 
Swinging Sixties remember pirate 
radio. 

The latest big screen offering from British 
director Richard Curtis, The Boat that 
Rocked, set on board an offshore ‘pirate’ radio 
station, opens nationwide at cinemas today. 

To mark this we spoke to some of the DJs 
who pushed the boundaries of the law to 
bring pop music to the masses. 

Roger Gale, the Tory MP for Thanet North, 
BBC Radio Kent presenter Roger Day and 
BBC Radio 2 presenter Johnny Walker, were 
among a crew of young men who became 
‘pirates’ of the airwaves in the 60s to chal¬ 
lenge the Government’s monopoly of radio. 

Curtis’s film stars Bill Nighy, Rhys Ifans 
and recent Bond girl Gemma Arterton, who is

from Gravesend, and is based on the story of 
Radio Caroline which began broadcasting off 
the coast of the UK in 1964. 

Mr Gale, who joined the Radio Caroline DJ 
team in August of that year, said: “When we 
were out there for the summer we were jump¬ 
ing off the side of the ship to swim as the 
records played. 

Coastguards 

“We would work a fortnight on the boat and 
have a week off. Huge crowds would welcome 
us off the boat - lots of girls. 

“I was engaged at the time so I did not revel 
quite as much as others.” 

In celebration of his birthday, the late night 
rock show presenter and his co-DJs decided 
to play a game involving their listeners. 

The ‘pirate’ boats had to stay three miles 


away from shore so they were in internation¬ 
al waters and not bound by English law. 

Mr Gale told how the broadcasters asked 
all the people in nearby coastal towns to drive 
down to the beach and flash their headlights. 

He said: “The coastguard went berserk. 
They were good times.” 

Johnny Walker was a Radio Caroline DJ who 
was used by Curtis as a consultant for the film. 

He said: “Richard has captured the spirit 
of pirate radio very well in the film. It was 
anarchy.” 

His colleague at the Beeb, Roger Day 
worked at Radio Caroline from 1966-68, he 
said: “It was the dream job for a 21-year-old. 
Playing great music and having a laugh.” 

He told how to fill the time between shows 
on the ship, the young men would squirt each 
other with the fire hose and play practical 
jokes, such as setting the breakfast show 
team’s alarm clocks so that they would wake 
up five hours too early. 


KENT County Council has been accused of 
negligence by putting millions of pounds of our 
money into Icelandic banks days before the 
system collapsed last year. 

KCC was one of seven English councils 
slammed in a report by spending watchdog the 
Audit Commission on Thursday, because the 
council carried on paying cash into the doomed 
Iceland banking system, despite warnings 
they were in trouble. 

The commission revealed KCC paid in £8.3 
million in early October, just days after a warn¬ 
ing on September 30 that one bank’s credit rat¬ 
ing had fallen. On October 7, the Icelandic 
banking system collapsed completely. 

The county council - which is believed to 
have lost £50m in the collapse - maintains it 
had been open about its conduct and hoped to 
get the cash back. But the fate of the £954m 
deposited by councils and other public bodies 
in Icelandic banks remains uncertain. 

There is no British government protection 
for institutions as there is for individuals. 

Handful 

The Audit Commission said most councils 
had “heeded warnings” about the declining 
credit worthiness of Icelandic banks during 
2008, and had acted. 

However, it said that some had ignored the 
risks while a handful, including KCC, had 
behaved “negligently”. 

The collapse has highlighted the “variable 
standards” within finance at different councils 
across England and Wales. 

“Good treasury managers recognised those 
risks and managed them appropriately,” said 
an Audit Commission spokesman. 

“Others either did not appreciate the risks or 
underestimated their significance.” 

KCC cabinet member for finance Nick 
Chard told the BBC: “The position and lan¬ 
guage used by the Audit Commission is quite 
extraordinary. It really is a case of the pot call¬ 
ing the kettle black. I find this a convenient 
smokescreen for the Audit Commission, which 
has twice the level of exposure in Icelandic 
banks that Kent County Council has.”

KENT County Council leader Paul 
Carter’s physog is already pucer 
than a boiled beetroot. 

But last week it was glowing purpler than a 
pom star’s privates, following a roasting by the 
Audit Commission which accused the Tory 
council of negligence. 

According to the Government’s spending 
watchdog, KCC is one of seven councils it 
regards as having ‘made mistakes’ due to their 
touching tmst in the Icelandic banking sys¬ 
tem, long after everyone else knew the entire 
kit and kaboodle was about to go belly-up.

The midwife and 
breastfeeding 
support group 
organiser talks 
about her work 
with mothers and 
babies 



What is the purpose of the groups in Ramsgate? 

To provide practical help and a social network for breast¬ 
feeding mothers. Mothers who are breastfeeding success¬ 
fully can meet and talk to other mothers over tea. 

Mothers who are experiencing difficulties can seek 
advice and get support from peers and a health profession¬ 
al. The peer supporters are volunteer breastfeeding moth¬ 
ers who have received training to help others. The group 
also has a library of books and DVDs as well as items such 
as breast-pumps and slings that mothers can borrow. 

How do you think it benefits the community? 

The benefits of breastfeeding are well understood, giving 
immediate developmental and health benefits to the baby, 
but also reducing the risk of obesity and a range of diseases 
throughout the child's life. 

It also helps protect the mother from breast and ovarian 
cancer, among other things. The support mothers receive 
often enables them to breastfeed for longer. 

What is your role? 

Along with colleague Julie Burke, I run support groups in 
Newington and Newlands Children's Centres and breast¬ 
feeding workshops, train peer supporters and help train 
staff. I visit the QEQM and offer any help that might be 
needed. I also visit people at home.

Statements cannot 
go unchallenged 

Please may I thank everyone 
who has contacted me over the 
months to express their concern 
after the incident at the 
Edinburgh Woollen Mill on June 
12, 2008. 

It is deeply appreciated by 
myself and my family. There is 
a considerable number of 
outstanding issues from the 
signed statements, not least the 
naming of individuals and 
‘reporting 5 of‘historic’ alleged 
situations by both Cllr Sandy 
Ezekiel and Cllr Roger Latchford. 

Those who were appalled to 
find themselves used in an 
attempt to give credence to the 
councillors’ behaviour that day 
have phoned me since the 
standards report went public. 

Neither they nor I want to 
leave these comments 
unchallenged as they then 
appear to become ‘fact’. 

The interview and evidence of 
Shirley Hawkes, who instigated 
the petition, and the letter to 
traders from community safety 
officer Mark Richardson (which 
was shown to me on the day by 
Cheryl Hussey), were not used by 
the independent solicitors, nor 
the standards panel, despite my 
many requests to prove 
conclusively why traders believed 
the community wardens were to 
be redeployed. 

There is also a need to publicly 
refute the comments made by 
John Bunnett, the deputy chief 


executive of Thanet council. 

Contrary to his extraordinary 
submission, Mr Bunnett has 
never previously seen me upset 
and indeed when I was shadow 
economic and regeneration 
Cabinet member I went out of 
my way to help him with his job 
as a new employee at Thanet 
council in a cheerful manner. 

The most serious concerns I 
have since 2003, when the 
Conservatives took control of 
Thanet council, are the many 
attempts to interfere with the 
democratic process.

Gary Moore is bad for you baby on his latest tour 


GARY MOORE 

Thursday, April 16 
Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone 

LEGENDARY guitarist 
Gary Moore starts his new 
live tour in Folkestone later 
this month. 

Considered one of the greatest gui¬ 
tarists the British Isles has ever pro¬ 
duced, Moore has appeared in the 
line-ups of several notable rock 
bands and enjoyed a highly success¬ 
ful solo career. 

His latest album, Bad For You 
Baby, demonstrates the extraordi¬ 
nary talent that has kept Moore at 
the forefront of blues music during a 
career that spans five decades. 

Bom in Belfast in 1952, Moore was 
of the generation of music fans who 
fell in love with rock’n’roll when Elvis 
Presley and then The Beatles came 
along. 

But when he saw acts like Jimi 
Hendrix and John Mayall’s 
Bluesbreakers performing in his 
home-town in the mid-60s, it opened 
up a whole new world for the young 
music-lover. 

His passion and latent talent for 
the blues increased when he heard 
the guitar-playing of musicians like 
Peter Green, who would later become 
Moore’s mentor. 

Soon considered a teenage prodigy 
under Green’s guidance, Moore later 
paid tribute to his hero by naming 
his 1995 album Blues For Greeny. 

Moore secured his first record deal 
in 1970 with the power trio Skid Row. 
Shortly before the deal was signed, 
Moore had moved to Dublin and met 
Phil Lynott, who had filled in as 
vocalist. Moore released three 
albums with Skid Row and toured 
the US as support act to bands such 
as The Allman Brothers Band and 
Mountain. 

Despite embarking on a solo career, 
he soon found himself drawn back 
into a band when Lynott invited him 
to join Thin Lizzy as Eric Bell’s 
replacement. He was with the band 
only briefly but returned after Brian 
Robertson left in 1977 and again for 
the Black Rose tour the following 
year. 

Exactly 30 years ago, Moore’s solo 
career really got under way with the 
single Parisienne Walkways, which 
reached the Top 10 in April, 1979. It 
was followed by a successful album, 
Back On The Streets, and he spent 
the late 70s and early 80s restlessly

pursuing the highest quality of music. 

In 1985 he reunited with Lynott for 
the hit single Out In The Fields and 
followed it with the Wild Frontier 
album, an exploration of his Celtic 
roots.

Moore has continued to experiment 
with his music and keep fans guess¬ 
ing, but one thing they can be sure of 
is that he will always be an excep¬ 
tional talent.

We had a wild time on honeymoon

IT was 5.45am and pitch-black 
when we were woken by a cheery 
morning call and the promise of two 
steaming mugs of tea and warm 
muffins lying outside our tent. 

Sleepily pulling on thick woollen socks, hat, 
trousers, T-shirt and fleece, we stumbled from 
our temporary home perched on the edge of a 
dry river-bed and hauled ourselves on to an 
open-top Land Rover. 

In less than a minute, we were wide awake, 
peering through the pre-dawn gloom to catch 
a glimpse of the wildlife that lures millions to 
South Africa each year. 

It was day three of our honeymoon, and 
thoughts of our big day, drunken guests and 
dancing the conga had been shelved as we 
craned our necks to spot the elephants, 
giraffes, zebras, buffalo, wildebeest, lions and 
leopards we knew were out there somewhere. 

Our holiday was planned to meet our partic¬ 
ular interests by To Escape To, a tiny operator 
specialising in fixing honeymoons (including 
your wedding list) to an impressive list of 
destinations: South Africa, Kenya, Tanzania, 
Zanzibar, Mozambique, Uganda, Botswana, 
Namibia, Seychelles and Mauritius. 

That morning, we were searching for one of 
the rarest animals in the Timbavati Private 
Game Reserve, with its open borders leading 
into the two million hectares that make up the 
Kruger National Park. 

An hour and a half later, we were frustrat- 
ingly close. The jeep’s engine fell silent as we 
strained our ears to listen for movement. 

Suddenly the radio crackled, a call came from 
a nearby ranger. Clinging on tight, we flew over 
pot-holes and hollows, excitement rising in all of 
us - even the experienced tracker. 


And there they were. 

A full-grown female cheetah with her two 
tiny cubs, teaching them to feed on a deer 
carcass. She looked warily at us, putting her¬ 
self between us and her offspring. They were 
startlingly beautiful. 

The thrill of the morning was part of three 
truly fabulous days at Tanda Tula safari camp, 
staying in a luxurious tent a world away from 
conventional camping - complete with wrought- 
iron double bed and en-suite outdoor shower. 

Our days were made up of early-morning 
and late-aftemoon drives interspersed with 
traditional meals eaten in the open air and 
relaxing around the swimming pool. 

One afternoon, as we dipped our feet in the 
water, we spent an hour watching an elephant 
taking advantage of the cooling mud pool just 50 
metres away. He exemplified everything Tanda 
Tula stands for. It’s luxurious but not over the 


top; in fact, everything is pitched perfectly. 
Genuine warmth from the staff makes it a 
place where we want to go back - first-year 
anniversary? 

But our stay in the bush would not have been 
so enjoyable if we had not had two days - post¬ 
wedding - to collapse and catch up on sleep. 

The most perfect vantage point to do just 
that was Tanamera Lodge - five separate huts 
tucked away on the edge of a hillside, not too 
near anywhere in the Mpumalanga region. 

The food was sumptuous and the menu - with 
its choice of three dishes - was delivered to our 
door each morning on a scroll tied with ribbon. 

With the evenings cool, we sat beside a roar¬ 
ing fire eating springbok - a small African 
antelope - and drinking the finest that 
Stellenbosch had to offer. To complete the 
week, we spent one night in Johannesburg at 
the beautifully turned-out Melrose Arch Hotel.

an 'infuriating genius'

FOOTBALL legend Brian Clough 
doesn’t appear to have a lot in com¬ 
mon with music mogul Simon 
Cowell, but Timothy Spall thinks 
otherwise. 

The seasoned British actor plays Clough’s 
right-hand man Peter Taylor in controversial 
new biopic The Damned United. He has read 
more than most about the football manager 
and has his own theory about Clough’s popu¬ 
larity. 

“He was a loudmouth and he liked annoying 
people. Every now and again these personali¬ 
ties turn up who are both infuriating and fas¬ 
cinating, but you can’t help but like them,” 
Spall says. 

“You could compare them to Simon Cowell - 
they drive you nuts, but they are so original 
that you can’t resist them - they’re marvellous 
in their own right. And I think Clough enjoyed 
the limelight.” 

Brian Clough, who died in 2004, was 
thought to be one of England’s best managers. 
He won back-to-back European Cups with 
Nottingham Forest and took Derby County 
from the bottom of Division Two to their first 
Football League championship. 

The Damned United follows the player- 
tumed-manager’s rise with Derby from 1968 
up to his disastrous 44-day stint in charge of 
Leeds United in 1974, then the biggest club in 
the country 

While Clough, played by Michael Sheen, 
enjoyed being the front-man, his loyal assis¬ 
tant manager Taylor was more of a shrinking 
violet, a kind-hearted man who worked hard 
behind the scenes and let Clough take the 
glory

Their dynamic, sometimes volatile, partner¬ 
ship is at the heart of the film. 

“Obviously it’s a sporting piece, but it’s very 
much about the marriage between Clough and 
Taylor,” 52-year-old Spall says. 

“Taylor was a typical backroom boy, like a 
wife in the background - he brought all the 
support. His real talent was for knowing 
which players worked together and for spot¬ 
ting other players that had been undervalued. 

“Clough, apart from many other brilliant - 
and annoying - things, was an incredible man 
motivator. He knew how to get the best out of 
people. So it was a perfect marriage and a bit 
like a lot of double acts, comedians and show¬ 
biz partnerships, they’re not as good without 
each other.” 

The film, based on the book by Red Riding 
author David Peace, paints Clough as a charis¬ 
matic, ambitious young manager who liked to 
court controversy. Clough’s family are report¬ 
edly bitter about the book and the film, which 
portrays Clough as the victim of his own ambi¬ 
tion and competitiveness. 





His long-standing rivalry with Leeds man¬ 
ager Don Revie led him to take the post when 
Revie became England manager, even though 
he had railed against the club’s aggressive 
playing style. 

Clough and Taylor fell out over the decision, 
and Taylor refused to join him at Leeds. 
Clough soon began to realise he couldn’t cope 
on his own and became the least successful 
manager in the club’s history. 

But for all Clough’s bigmouth bravura, Spall 
says there was a kind man underneath: “He 
went and visited people in hospital and if any¬ 
one needed dosh, he’d help them out. 

‘Very few sports types are that fascinating. 
He wasn’t just a braggart and a pundit, he was 
a kind of genius.”

Flooded rental market 
sees tumble in values 

PRIVATE rents in Kent have dropped as 
sellers continue to flood the rental mar¬ 
ket with unwanted properties, a Royal 
Institute of Chartered Surveyors’ survey 
has found. 

And activity in the rental market 
seems to be contributing to the slump in 
housing transactions, say the experts. 

A total of 42 per cent more chartered 
surveyors in the South East reported a 
rise than a fall in rental demand, com¬ 
pared with just five per cent in the pre¬ 
vious quarter. 

RICS South East director Peter Miller 
said: “The marketplace has become more 
competitive as reluctant landlords con¬ 
tinue to look to let properties they are 
unable to sell. 

“With property sales at historic lows 
the rental market will continue to boom 
- provided unemployment levels do not 
increase significantly. 

“The downward pressure on rents will 
increase in the coming months where 
supply matches demand, but with house 
prices still falling, yields will continue to 
increase for many investors.” 

David Parry, of Cluttons, said: “In¬ 
creasing numbers of homes are available 
to rent. Tenants have a very wide choice 
and are able to negotiate substantial dis¬ 
counts. 

“Family housing has fallen by 20 per 
cent in rental value.” 

Sales increase seen as 
ray of light by agents 

ESTATE agents recorded eight property 
sales on average last month, according to 
a housing market report by the National 
Association of Estate Agents. 

This is an increase on the average of 
six in January. 

The return of first-time buyers to the 
market held firm, dropping by just one 
per cent of the total sales for February. 

The survey also found sales prices on 
average were 7.5 per cent lower than the 
asking price. 

Association president Chris Brown 
said: “This sales increase is a real boost 
for a beleaguered market. It shows the 
demand identified by the NAE A is slow¬ 
ly but surely translating into sales. 

“The housing market has had a devas¬ 
tating year, but prices are lower than 
they have been for a long time and there 
are bargains to be had. 

“These little signs all add up to a glim¬ 
mer of light at the end of what has been 
a long and difficult tunnel.”

Suzuki sends in the clones 


GET used to even more cloning of 
small cars like the Suzuki Splash, 
especially now that we have a glob¬ 
al slowdown. 

True, demand for mini cars has increased, 
but unit profitability is small too so it makes 
sense to ‘re-invent the wheels’ for several 
carmakers to use. 

But how does Suzuki make the case for 
people to buy the Splash, when it is nearly- 
identical to the Vauxhall Agila? The fag paper- 
thin argument comes down largely to Splash 
being a bright new name that buries memo¬ 
ries of the quite awful Wagon-R model it 
replaced... the same quite awful car re-badged 
and also sold as the original Vauxhall Agila.

best superminis around - and the clones are 
built by Suzuki in Hungary, although 
Vauxhall masterminded the car’s huge interi¬ 
or and overall design. It has a small footprint 
and a tall stance without the leaning and 
fidgety ride usually associated with lofty cre¬ 
ations on short wheelbases. In fact, the Splash 
is a decent drive - sure-footed and responsive 
- and one of a few that the average downsiz¬ 
ing family could pick to cover all their needs. 

Like most mini-MPVs the boot is small, so 
Suzuki has deleted the spare wheel to free 
space beneath the boot floor, but the dash¬ 
board is well-arranged with nice detail and the 
car is awash with stowage. 

Three people across the back seat would not 
feel especially cramped either - fold down one 
rear seat and you have loads more space while 
retaining two seats - and headroom is excep¬ 
tional.

A SCHEME that helps villages 
open a community shop is proving 
a huge success in the county. 

It is probably the first time in the UK that a 
dedicated scheme with all the help and advice 
on board has been rolled out. 

And such is the interest, supporters believe 
it could lead to dozens of villages having a 
shop again. 

The project has just been launched by Kent’s 
‘Mr Rural Retailer’ - Sean Carter. 

The Community Shop Development 
Scheme, sponsored by Kent County Council 
and the South East England Development 
Agency (Seeda), is being run by Mr Carter and 
co-worker Victoria Lawson. 

There are four such shops already open in 
the county, but with the new scheme now on 
the go the team hopes to more than double 
that number within a year. 

It’s linked with the Kent Association of 
Rural Retailers (Karr) - again, reckoned to be 
the only one of its kind in the UK - which is 
run by Mr Carter, a former blue-chip retail 
company executive, as part of his role as rural 
retail adviser to Action with Communities in 
Rural Kent. 

Permission 

Community shops have been operating in 
Littleboume since 2000, Cliffsend since 2004, 
Biddenden since 2005 and Shoreham since 
2007. 

There have been two open days about the 
scheme, and there are plans to open shops in 
Barham in mid-May and Chart Sutton at the 
end of June, subject to planning permission. 

Ms Lawson, who helps groups set up a legal 
entity to run the shops and raise money, said a 
number of villages had expressed strong inter¬ 
est. 

The next open day is at Lenham on 


Wednesday, April 22. A general pamphlet is 
being worked on, along with a ring-binder 
booklet with full details which can be updated 
as necessary. 

Ms Lawson said communities had first of all 
got to establish, perhaps through a public 
meeting, if they really wanted a shop and then 
if they intended to fully support it. 

Once the go-ahead is given, a steering group 
is set up and a legal entity created, usually an 
industrial and provident society, but it could 
be a company. 

Villagers can buy one share each, giving 
them the right to vote on the shop’s future. The 
going price is usually £20 but can vary. 

Premises could be a former pub, for example, 
former shop or even a container cabin. 

The shops are not-for-profit and any surplus, 
or money which comes out of them, if they fold, 
must be spent locally. Mr Carter said that out 


of 180 community shops across the country - 
growing at the rate of 15 a year - he knew of 
only a couple that had closed. He said: “It’s 
amazing. Once a community has lost its shop 
and actually gets involved in setting up a new 
one, they realise it’s their own shop and they 
tend not to let it go down. 

“The scheme has got off to a good start. It 
shows there is now an awareness at local gov¬ 
ernment level that a lot of talking has been 
done in the past about retail services, and now 
at last we are seeing a bit of action. 

“I still believe commercial shops should be 
getting a bit of the action as well. 

“They are just as valuable to the community. 
The post office closures really started focusing 
minds about what was going on in rural Kent.”
